(Cal), Apri 27, 1886, 
In travelling from Tucson to the Santa 


Here in California there is not even a sug- 
gestion of the barren wastes that are so apt 
to oppress, ona in Arizona, From Newhall, 
where just now all the talk -ie in regard to 
the proposed now railroad to Camulos, the 
Santa Clara valley isa garden, By thé road- 
aide is field after ficld of grain, Lt is strange’ 
there waa never before this a railroad built, 
into such o fraitfol region. Tf I’ were an 
Eastorner, nnd had never seen California, 
and sbould see it as I do now, robed in its 
bright spring Grass, sweal to smell, beaati- 
ful to lock upon, as warm and pleasnot as 
Jane is in New Hugiand, I should over after 
be a devoted admirer of the State and 
could always be ready to believe and in- 
dorse all. the pleasant things said in_regard 
to it. But itis not as a stranger that E re- 
turu 4o Qulifornia, nor do J saek this over- 
land route simply becuuse of its picturesque-

Moreno,” and the houso wis 
built nearly thirty-dne years ago, The 
best-known products of the Caniulos is its 
olives; and next to these are ils oranges, 
Jemvous, and wines, “ The house, was of 
adobe; low, witha wide verandah on the 
three sides of the inner’ court, and a still 
broader one acroas the entire front, whieh 
looked tothasouth, ‘These verandahs, aape- 


mentary rooms tothe house, The greater 
part of tho family life wont on in- them. 
a. ALL the kilchen work, _oxcept_ tho | 
actual conking, was done bere, in front of 
the’ kitchen doors ond windows. Buibics 
slept, were washed, sat in the dirt and 
played on the verandahs.’ The women said 
their prayers, took their naps, and wove their 
lace there. The ‘herdsmen and shepherds 
smoked thera, lounged there, trained their 
dogs thera; thera’the young made love and 
the wld dozed.'" And it is Lhe same now, 
‘The court is open on the east, and that side 
is formed by a grove of orange trees, In. 
the contre of the little square, set about 
with rose bushes and a few trees, is a small 
fountain basin; and past this the maids and 
children pass aud repuss a.score of times a 
day on their way fromthe dining-rogm, on 
the svuth side of the court, to the kitchen 
onthe north, There being no hotel in this 
part of the valley, the Camulos is often 
filled with belated strangers or visited by 
those desirous of beeing what an old-time 
Spanish ranch is like. The household is 
composed of nearly twhaty people, related 
to the senora, They bre-all “acquainted 
with “ Rainona,” and regret not being able 
to show one the original of that lovely char- 
acter.
